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PREFACE. 


The  following  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been 
compiled  along  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of  Health.

It  will  be  noted  that  once  again  the  figures  show  a  fall  on 
the  previous  year.  This  is  gratifying  in  view  of  the  1965  figures, 
which  caused  some  concern.  However,  the  high  hospital  delivery 
of  babies  in  the  area,  together  with  expert  ante-natal  care,  should 
lead  us  to  expect  a  permanent  and  progressive  fall  in  vital  statistics 
during  forthcoming  years. 

The  improvement  in  the  social  and  environmental  conditions 
in  the  town  following  an  intensive  pursuance  of  slum  clearance 
policy  will  also  have  its  contributory  effect. 

It  is  worthy  of  record  that  there  were  no  deaths  in  the  town 
from  notifiable  diseases  during  the  year.  This  is  excellent  when 
we  consider  that  in  the  mid  nineteen-thirties  Diphtheria,  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough,  etc.,  took  their  regular  toll  of  deaths. 

This  emphasises  the  need  to  use  all  our  efforts  to  ensure  that 
parents  are  alive  to  the  strong  necessity  of  having  their  children 
immunized  against  these  once  killing  diseases.  Suitable  protective 
vaccines  and  antigens  are  available  against  almost  all  these  diseases 
to-day.  Much  depends  on  the  health  educational  work  carried 
out  by  Health  Visitors  in  the  clinics,  the  schools,  and  during  Their 
visits  to  mothers  in  the  homes. 
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The  reports  of  the  Water  Engineer  and  Borough  Engineer 


make  interesting  reading.  They  demonstrate  the  continuing  need 


for  close  collaboration  between  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
other  local  services  concerned  with  the  environment.  There  is  a 
tendency  these  days  to  believe  that  with  the  disappearance  of 
infectious  diseases  as  a  factor  in  causing  death,  the  problems  of 
the  environment  have  been  conquered  and  therefore  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  should  no  longer  concern  himself  as  intimately 
as  in  the  past.  Nothing,  of  course,  could  be  further  from  the 


truth. 


Although  smoke  control  efforts  in  Keighley  are  going  on 
rapidly,  atmospheric  pollution  is  still  a  major  hazard  to  health, 
and  even  when  the  whole  area  has  been  declared  smokeless  con¬ 
stant  vigilance  by  Public  Health  Staff  will  be  necessary  to  ensure 
that  it  remains  so.  Noise  Nuisances,  which  are  known  to  affect 
health,  are  also  becoming  the  increasing  concern  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectorate. 

The  integration  of  the  personal  health  services  with  the 
general  practitioners,  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  but  there 
is  still  room  for  more  development  in  many  aspects.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF 
HEALTH  SERVICES 
WITHIN  THE  BOROUGH. 
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SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  CORPORATION 

OF  KEIGHLEY. 


National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  makes 
provision  for  securing  the  necessary  care  and  attention  for  persons 
who: — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions;  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  Local  Authority  may  on  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  authorise  an  application  to  be  made  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  perso) 
to  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  his  detention  and 
maintenance  therein  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951,  the  Local  Authority  can,  where  urgent  removal  is 
considered  necessary,  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
take  immediate  action  seeking  an  Order  from  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  to  detain  the  person  in  suitable  premises  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  weeks. 

A  number  of  cases  continue  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Department  each  year;  however,  every  endeavour  is  made  to 
remedy  or  alleviate  the  circumstances  before  applying  for  a  Court 
Order. 

It  is  therefore  pleasing  to  report  that  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  take  any  action  under  this  legislation  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  50  of  the  above  Act  places  on  the  Local  Authority  a 
duty  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body 
have  been  or  are  being  made. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  above  section 
of  the  Act  on  one  occasion  only  during  the  year. 

Mortuary. 

The  arrangement  whereby  bodies  are  accommodated  in  the 
Keighley  and  District  Victoria  Hospital  Mortuary,  where  refrigera¬ 
tion  facilities  are  available,  has  again  continued  throughout  the 
year.  The  arrangement  is  a  permanent  one,  subject  to  termina¬ 
tion  by  six  months’  notice  on  either  side,  and  has  continued  to 
prove  most  satisfactory.

mia  Neonatorum,  Plague,  Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute 
Influenzal),  Poliomyelitis  (Acute),  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Relapsing 
Fever,  Scarlet  Fever,  Smallpox,  Tuberculosis,  Typhus  and  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough. 

Included  in  the  appendix  is  a  table  showing  the  numbers  of 
all  cases  of  infectious  and  other  notifiable  diseases  originally  noti¬ 
fied  during  the  year,  and  of  the  final  numbers  according  to  sex 
and  age,  after  corrections  subsequently  made.

HOUSING. 

Slum  Clearance. 

The  table  in  the  Appendix  shows  details  of  the  Clearance 
Areas  dealt  with  since  1958,  and  further  details  of  areas  represented 
and  confirmed. 

6  individual  houses  were  dealt  with  by  demolition  orders 
and  6  by  closing  orders.  Action  in  16  other  cases  was  suspended 
where  the  owners  gave  undertakings  to  make  the  property  fit. 

18  properties  were  removed  from  the  schedule  of  unfit  dwellings 

because  they  had  been  brought  up  to  standard  by  the  owners. 

171  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  by  private 
enterprise,  and  188  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  207  applications  for  standard  grants  were 
approved  and  212  completed,  compared  with  230  and  228  in  the 
previous  year.  Total  grants  paid  out  for  Standard  Grants 
amounted  to  £27,631.  In  addition,  20  applications  for  Discretionary 
Grants  were  approved  and  8  completed  during  the  year,  for  which 
grants  amounting  to  £2,390  were  paid. 

Corporation  Re-housing. 

Re-housing  on  medical  grounds  continues  as  required,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  awarding  priority  points  or  making  a 
firm  recommendation  as  appropriate  to  each  individual  case.  It 
is  estimated  that  approximately  250  housing  applications  have 
been  received,  and  between  60  and  70  have  been  recommended 
during  the  year.  Reports  are  received  from  the  Health  Visitor 
or  Public  Health  Inspector,  depending  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  and  if  necessary  these  are  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  After  due  consideration  and  consultation  recommenda¬ 
tion  is  made  to  the  Housing  Committee.  This  is  simply  a  straight¬ 
forward  medical  recommendation,  although  at  times  preference  is 
shown  for  a  certain  part  of  the  town  or  warden  supervised  accom¬ 
modation. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

During  the  year  no  applications  were  received  for  a  certificate 
of  disrepair. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation. 

A  limited  number  of  this  type  of  house  exists  in  the  Borough, 
but  those  known  to  the  Department  are  satisfactory  in  that  the 
houses  are  under  the  control  of  a  responsible  property  company 


who  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Department  on  the 
question  of  structural  fitness,  provision  of  standard  amenities  and 
facilities.  Many  of  these  houses  have  had  the  benefit  of  grants 
for  modernisation  and  smoke  control  works. 

Sites  for  Movable  Dwellings. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  four  sites  for  movable  dwellings 
were  licensed  subject  to  the  sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up 
to  the  standard  specified  in  the  licences. 

There  are  several  other  sites  for  individual  vans  licensed  and 
continually  being  improved  within  the  Borough. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  and  Refuse  Accommodation. 

Continued  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  regard¬ 
ing  sanitary  and  refuse  accommodation,  in  connection  wTith  which 
improvements  have  been  made  throughout  the  period.  359  water 
closets  were  provided  in  connection  with  new  houses. 

In  1964  the  Health  Committee  made  a  change  in  its  policy 
with  regard  to  the  payment  of  grant  for  closet  conversion,  when 
instead  of  a  standard  payment  of  £10  it  was  agreed  that  a  grant 
of  half  the  reasonable  cost  be  paid  up  to  a  maximum  of  £40.  At 
the  same  time  the  policy  of  compulsory  conversion  of  waste  water 
closets  was  adopted. 

There  is  a  hard  core  of  some  200  pail  closets  at  premises 
where  no  statutory  compulsion  can  be  applied,  due  to  the  absence 
of  pressure  water  supplies  and  public  sewers.  These  are  mainly 
in  rural  areas  of  the  Borough,  but  Discretionary  and  Standard 
Grant  schemes  are  reducing  this  problem  gradually  by  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  septic  tank  drainage. 

Notices  Served  and  Complied  With. 

Details  of  the  Notices  Served,  both  Formal  and  Informal, 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Hygiene  in  Factories. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation  in  all  factories  under  the  provision  of  the 
Factories  Act,  1961.  Conditions  during  the  year  were  such  that 
no  complaints  were  received,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve 
any  notices.  Information  of  inspections  and  details  found  are 
shown  in  the  Appendix. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Three  tanners  and  leather  dressers  are  of  such  long  standing 
as  to  be  outside  the  powers  of  period  licensing.  A  further  similar 
trader  was  given  a  thirty  years’  period  licence  subsequent  to  the 
extension  of  his  premises  involving  heavy  capital  expenditure. 


The  tripe  boilers  and  rag  and  bone  dealers  are  on  annual 
licence.  There  are  byelaws  controlling  the  hygienic  conduct  of 
all  the  above  offensive  trades. 

There  are  now  nine  established  trades  of  these  types  in  the 
Borough,  comprising  4  Tanner  and  Leather  Dressers,  2  Tripe 
Boilers,  1  Bone  Boiler  and  Fat  Refiner  and  2  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers. 

During  the  year  13  registrations  were  effected  under  the  Scrap 
Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964,  bringing  the  total  number  of  registrations 
to  49. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  post  of  the  Rodent  Operative  within  the  department  is 
combined  with  that  of  Driver  Disinfector,  and  the  average  weekly 
time  allotted  to  the  task  of  rodent  control  is  limited.  It  can  be 
seen  from  this  that  it  is  not  possible  for  the  departments  to  deal 
with  infestation  in  business  premises  and  treatments  are  restricted 
to  those  in  domestic  premises. 

During  the  year  368  investigations  were  carried  out,  being 
337  in  private  premises  and  31  in  local  authority  premises. 

Sewers  throughout  the  whole  Borough  were  again  treated 
during  the  year,  when  sodium  fluoracetate  was  used  by  a  private 
firm  of  rodent  control  specialists. 

Premises  such  as  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  abattoirs,  trunk 
and  subsidiary  sewers  and  other  premises  have  been  treated  as 
frequently  as  was  required  during  the  year. 

The  Local  Authority  have  powers  of  enforcement  of  rodent 
destruction  in  industrial  and  commercial  premises,  and  recommend 
the  employment  of  one  of  the  many  firms  of  specialists  in  this 
work,  whose  services  are  readily  available  for  industrialists  requir¬ 
ing  them. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT. 

On  the  1st  December,  1967,  the  sixth  Smoke  Control  Area 
became  operative,  and  at  this  date  over  12,000  premises  were 
covered  by  such  Areas,  the  first  of  which  became  operative  on 
1st  June,  1962. 

The  survey  of  the  seventh  area  was  completed  during  the  last 
quarter  of  1966,  and  represented  to  the  Health  Committee  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry.  It  covers  some  1,600  dwellings  within 
the  Central,  Lawkholme,  Beechcliffe,  Low  Utley  area. 

In  the  industrial  field  the  Department  have  continued  to  work 
towards  a  complete  survey.  In  accordance  with  national  policy, 
industrial  premises  have  been  exempted  from  Smoke  Control  areas 
following  improvement  of  combustion  plant.  Prior  approval  of 
such  class  of  work  was  given  in  3  cases. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960, 

Continuance  in  the  practice  of  self-service  in  food  shops  and 
a  consequent  increase  in  the  amount  of  food  pre-packed  for  sale 
has  again  reduced  the  amount  of  open  food  found  in  shops  and 
the  resultant  possibility  of  contamination.  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tors  have  made  inspections  of  the  food  handling  premises,  and 
have,  where  necessary,  required  the  owners  to  carry  out  improve¬ 
ments  and  cleansing. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  55  bakehouses  in  the  district,  of  which  4  are  base¬ 
ment  bakehouses  under  the  Factories  Act,  1961.  These  were 
inspected  towards  the  end  of  1963  and  licensed  for  5  years  from 
1st  January,  1964. 

Food  and  Drugs.

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to  the  farm  source  for  investigation  by  the  Animal  Health  Division. 
The  Ministry  also  give  an  advisory  bacteriological  service  on  morbid 
specimens  which  need  confirmatory  diagnosis  involving  pathogenic 
and  parasite  infections.  Unfit  meat  condemned  at  the  Abattoir 
is  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  Part  II  of  Meat  (Stunning  and 
Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960. 

Factory  Responsibilities. 

A  public  abattoir  is  by  definition  now  a  factory  with  mechanical 
power  and  subject  to  inspection  by  H.M.  Factory  Inspectors. 

Statutory  records,  abstracts  of  acts  and  notices  must  be  kept 
and  exhibited,  including  a  general  register  of  accidents,  employ¬ 
ment  of  young  persons,  cleansing  of  premises,  certificates  of 
tests,  strengths  and  capacities  of  winches,  chains  and  blocks, 
together  with  certified  engineering  insurance  cover  reports  on 
prescribed  equipment.  An  adequate  first-aid  outfit  is  essential, 
as  is  a  special  knowledge  on  first  aid  practice  amongst  the  staff 
having  control. 

Grading  and  Certfication. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  deadweight 
grading  and  certification  scheme  is  in  operation  at  the  abattoir, 
and  careful  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  officers  is  important. 
Early  advice  of  the  weight  effect  of  condemnations  is  essential  to 
correct  grading  and  certification  decisions  by  which  the  appropriate 
guaranteed  price  payments  are  made  available  to  farmers  and 
traders. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

Ths  Act  deals  with  closing  hours  of  retail  shops,  half  day 
closing  orders,  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons,  and  meal 
hours  of  Shop  assistants  and  Sunday  trading  restrictions.  An 
amendment  to  regulations  regarding  half  day  closing  was  made  by 
the  Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act,  1965,  which  provides  for  a 
shop’s  early  closing  day  to  be  selected  by  its  occupier.  It  has 
been  found,  however,  that  in  many  cases  the  introduction  of  new 
hours  for  shop  assistants,  particularly  in  the  shoe  trade,  has  meant 
that  shops  are  closing  for  the  whole  day  on  Tuesday  instead  of  the 
half-day  as  previously.  In  the  food  trade,  alterations  have  been 
made  to  shop  opening  hours  to  accommodate  the  assistants  and 
yet  to  permit  the  best  service  to  be  given  to  the  public. 

There  are1  over  800  shops  or  premises  carrying  on  retail  business 
under  the  purview  of  this  Act. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  1967  in  the  administration 
of  the  above  Act,  and  where  necessary  contravention  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  occupier.  In  no  case  has  any  serious  contraven- 
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tion  been  noted,  and  occupiers  have  shown  willingness  to  comply 
with  the  Act. 

Generally,  offices  of  the  professional  class  of  employers  are 
adequate  in  their  arrangements. 

Numerous  shop  premises  are  business  and  dwellings  combined, 
where  members  of  the  trader's  family  only  are  involved  in  self 
employment,  thus  exempting  them  from  the  Act. 

Details  of  registration  and  inspections  under  the  Act,  together 
with  an  Analysis  of  Persons  Employed  in  Registrated  Premises 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

Lettings  are  made  of  the  Pools  to  a  number 
of  Clubs  operating  in  the  Keighley  district. 

There  are  also  facilities  for  Slipper  Baths  and  Sunray  treat¬ 
ment.  The  existing  Turkish  Bath  provision  is  to  be  discontinued 
and  a  Sauna  Bath  is  to  be  provided  in  its  place. 

The  total  number  of  patrons  at  the  public  baths  was  225,075. 
A  number  of  water  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  have  been  reported  free  of  bacteria.

Comments  on  the  progress  made  in  the  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

A  further  implementation  of  the  proposals  which  were  con¬ 
tained  in  the  approved  Comprehensive  Development  Area  have 
been  continued  during  the  year.  The  development  is  being  carried 
out  by  the  Murrayfield  Real  Estate  Co.  The  scheme  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  33^  per  cent,  completed. 

Construction  of  a  new  multi-storey  car  park  at  Damside  was 
completed  in  August.  Demolition  works  proceed  as  and  when 
properties  become  empty. 


Refuse  Collection. 

A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained 
in  the  whole  of  the  Borough.  This  collection  is  supplemented  by 
special  collections  in  which  virtually  everything  offered  for 
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disposal  is  received.  The  majority  of  these  collections  are  made 
free  of  charge  in  order  to  try  to  eliminate  indiscriminate  tipping  of 
items  such  as  settees,  mattresses,  prams,  cycles  and  so  on,  on  the 
moorlands  and  on  waste  land  in  the  built-up  areas.  This  practice 
of  dumping  refuse,  nevertheless,  still  exists,  though  there  is  no 
excuse  for  it. 

The  number  of  lavatory  pails  has  diminished  somewhat.  There 
are  now  approximately  208  emptied  each  week. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  as  requested,  the  majority  being 
done  regularly  on  a  contract  basis,  at  the  approved  charges.  The 
1^  cubic  yard  Refuse  Storage  Bulk  Containers  are  serving  a  useful 
purpose  for  many  tradespeople,  some  of  whom  hire  them  from 
the  Cleansing  Department,  others  having  bought  their  own. 

Some  20  notices  were  served  to  provide  dustbins.  It  is  normal 
practice  to  make  a  personal  visit  however,  in  order  to  obtain 
co-operation  in  the  provision  of  dustbins  rather  than  having  to 
resort  to  legal  action. 

A  system  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  old  derelict  or 
abandoned  cars  has  been  in  operation  during  the  year,  and  a 
number  have  been  dealt  with. 

There  has  been  again  an  increase  both  in  volume  and  weight 
of  refuse  collected.  This  is  attributed  to  the  rising  standard  of 
living  and  more  modern  methods  of  packing  material  and  pre¬ 
packing  foods. 

The  total  refuse  collected  in  the  Borough  amounted  to  354.9 
tons  per  1,000  population,  which  gives  an  average  of  7.1  cwts. 
per  person  per  annum  for  the  Borough. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  in  the  Borough 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Sugden  End  Tip.  The  Tip 
at  Griffe  Fields,  Oakworth,  is  receiving  only  refuse  from  the 
Oakworth  area.  The  Penistone  Quarry  Tip,  Dimples  Lane, 
at  Haworth,  is  used  only  for  the  disposal  of  soil  spoil  from  build¬ 
ing  sites  and  old  stone  and  mortar,  etc.,  from  demolition. 

Waste  paper  is  collected  separately  and  divided  into  fibre 
board,  newsprint  and  mixed  gradings.  The  income  from  salvage 
material  was  £4,930,  and  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  by  the 
Department  amounted  to  19,348  tons.

AND 

WELFARE  SERVICES 
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Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(Section  22  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946) . 

Premises.  Details  of  the  various  Centres  provided  in  the 
Borough  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Centres  consisted  of  rented  premises  in  Haworth,  Morton, 
Oxenhope,  Oakwortlh,  Victoria  Park,  and  at  143,  Skipton  Road, 
Keighley.  The  premises  in  Haworth  are  a  specially  built  General 
Practitioners'  Surgery,  which  are  excellent  for  our  purpose. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  total  number  of  children  brought 
to  the  Clinics  during  the  year  was  1,758,  who  between  them  made 
13,457  attendances.  Of  the  children  who  attended  the  clinics 
646  were  bom  in  1967,  523  in  1966  and  589  in  1962/65. 

Day  Nurseries.  The  one  day  nursery  in  the  Borough  provides 
accommodation  for  50  children  in  the  0  to  5  age  group.  The  total 
number  of  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  14 
in  the  0  to  2  age  group  and  27  in  the  2  to  5  age  group.  The 
average  daily  attendance  during  the  year  was  9.97  in  the  0  to  2 
age  group  and  25.00  in  the  2  to  5  age  group. 

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  Her  Child.  Details  of 
the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  will  be  found  in 
the  appendix.  There  were  80  illegitimate  births  assignable  to  the 
Borough  for  the  year  as  compared  with  84  in  the  previous  year. 
Of  these  78  were  live  births  and  2  stillbirths.  The  illegitimate 
live  births  in  the  town  represents  8.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  live 
births,  as  against  8  per  cent,  in  1966,  9.5  per  cent,  in  1965,  8.8 
per  cent,  in  1964  and  8.3  per  cent,  in  1963.  67  cases  of  illegitimacy 

were  dealt  with  by  the  Department  during  the  year;  of  these  20 
were  in  the  15  to  19  age  group,  16  in  the  20  to  24  age  group,  14 
in  the  25  to  29  age  group,  16  in  the  30  to  39  age  group,  and  1 
in  the  40  and  over  age  group. 

Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers.  This 
service  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the  school  dentist  on  the 
recommendation  either  of  the  clinic  medical  officer  or  the  patient's 
general  practitioner. 

Scheme  for  the  Notification  of  Congenital  Defects  Observed 
at  Birth.  This  scheme  provides  for  the  notification  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  all  congenital  defects  observed  within  36  hours  of  birth 
in  the  case  of  live  births,  and  at  birth  in  the  case  of  stillbirths. 
The  birth  notification  card  has  been  overprinted  in  order  to  record 
these  details,  and  is  completed  as  appropriate.  A  total  number 
of  15  such  notifications  were  received  during  .the  year. 

Phenylketonuria.  Urine  testing  for  Phenylketonuria  is  under¬ 
taken  to  discover  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  the  condition  in 
the  child  which,  if  neglected,  would  give  rise  to  serious  mental 
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defect.  As  in  previous  years,  the  health  visitors  have  carried  out 
the  tests.  856  such  tests  were  carried  out  during  the  child's  fourth 
week  of  age  or  under,  27  over  four  weeks  but  less  than  six  weeks, 
and  8  at  six  weeks  of  age  or  over.  Of  the  891  tests  carried  out, 
all  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Screening  Tests  for  Hearing.  This  year  we  have  changed 
our  practice  in  relation  to  the  screening  tests  of  hearing.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  testing  the  “At  Risk”  group,  we  now  invite  all  children  to 
a  special  testing  session  at  the  age  of  six  .months.  Both  schemes 
run  concurrently. 

During  the  year  seventy  children  considered  to  be  “At  Risk” 
were  tested.  Of  these,  seven  were  referred  to  either  the  general 
practitioner  or  the  departmental  medical  officer,  for  further  investi¬ 
gation  of  hearing  capacity  and  five  for  investigation  of  either 
mental  retardation  or  emotional  stability.  The  reasons  for  this 
selective  testing  ranged  from:  speech  or  mental  retardation, 
recurrent  otitis  media,  and  possible  defective  hearing.  An  increas¬ 
ing  number  were  tested  at  the  parents  own  request.  Of  the  481 
children  tested  at  the  routine  session,  two  were  referred  for  further 
investigation,  one  for  possible  retardation,  and  one  for  further 
investigation  of  hearing.  This  child  has  now  been  referred  to  the 
otologist. 

'Whilst  we  cannot  draw  firm  conclusions  from  the  experience 
of  one  year’s  duration,  nevertheless  the  fact  does  emerge  that 
screening  of  the  “At  Risk”  group  is  more  productive,  the  dis¬ 
advantage  being  that  children  tend  to  be  referred  at  a  later  age, 
usually  between  the  age  of  1-3  years.  The  significance  of  this 
factor  naturally  varies  in  relation  to  the  findings. 

Care  of  Premature  Babies.  Details  of  premature  babies  born 
in  1967  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery 

(Section  23,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

This  year  the  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  dropped  to 
48.  Nevertheless,  the  staff  were  fully  occupied.  We  continue  to 
attend  11  ante-natal  sessions  (See  Table)  and  three  Moihercraft 
sessions  in  general  practitioners’  surgeries  in  addition  to  the  work 
of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Each  midwife  therefore  has  four 
or  five  fixed  weekly  sessions,  which  reduces  the  time  available  for 
home  visiting  considerably. 

We  maintained  our  full  establishment  of  four  midwives  during 
the  year,  but  one  midwife  was  off  sick  for  approximately  three 
months,  which  increased  the  work  of  the  remaining  staff. 
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Ante-Natal  Sessions  held  in  General  Practitioners’  Surgeries.

Health  Visiting 

(Section  24,  National  Healtlh  Service  Act,  1946) . 

The  health  visitor  continues  to  practise  as  a  member  of  a 
team,  composed  of  family  doctor,  midwife  and  home  nursing  sister. 
At  the  same  time,  she  is  enlisting  the  help  of  an  increasing  number 
of  workers,  and  the  necessity  for  this  is  becoming  more  obvious 
as  her  case  load  grows  in  relation  to  patients  of  all  ages  who  have 
medico/social  problems.  The  ward  sister,  physiotherapist,  and 
occupational  therapist  are  contacted  almost  as  frequently  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  in  the  domiciliary  held,  and  it  is  obviously 
important  that  we  appreciate  each  other,  learning  something  of 
the  attitudes,  aims  and  limitations  of  other  workers  who  are  able 
to  contribute;  for  only  in  this  way  can  we  help  the  patient  with 
complicated  long-term  and  socially  crippling  disorders. 

The  health  visiting  staff  continue  to  work  under  pressure,  the 
problems  of  the  community  vie  with  prevention  and  health  educa¬ 
tion  for  pride  of  place,  and  often  we  fail  to  determine  true  priorities 
simply  because  we  are  compelled  to  deal  with  the  matter  in  hand 
before  analysing  the  true  situation. 

In  relation  to  the  pre-school  child  population,  we  pursue  a 
policy  of  selective  visiting,  and  we  feel  that  this  is  a  more  sensible 
and  worthwhile  approach  to  the  work.  But  it  must  not  be  assumed 
that  this  is  a  time  saving  policy.  Modern  family  life  is  filled  with 
complexities  and  situations  which  tend  to  produce  problems  of 
health,  so  increasing  not  only  the  number  of  families  selected  for 
visiting  by  the  health  visitor,  but  also  the  amount  of  time  which 
she  must  of  necessity  spend  on  each  family.

Home  Nursing 

(Section  25,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946) . 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  home  nursing  staff 
during  the  year  was  28,662.  1,199  cases  were  treated,  of  which 

129  were  patients  requiring  dressings  and  77  were  children  under 
the  age  of  15.  These  numbers  all  show  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year.  Approximately  7,000  more  visits,  134  more  cases 
and  66  more  children  were  treated  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Additionally,  for  the  first  time  in  our  experience,  the  total  number 
of  patients  under  the  age  of  65  years  exceeded  those  over  that  age. 

There  are  numerous  factors  which  must  have  affected  these 
statistics.  The  most  influential  being  that  we  now  employ  state 
enrolled  nurses  and  nursing  auxiliaries,  thus  enabling  the  home 
nursing  sisters  to  delegate  some  nursing  procedures  to  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  team.  Consequently,  she  feels  freer  to  encourage  the 
referral  of  cases  which  are  more  likely  to  benefit  from  her  skills. 
Secondly,  the  Day  and  Night  Nursing  Laundry  Services  enable  us 
to  nurse  many  patients  who  would  previously  have  been  admitted 
to  hospital.  Thirdly,  the  concept  of  geriatric  care  has  changed. 
The  geriatric  unit  and  community  services  now  work  on  a  principle 
that  patients  make  better  progress  in  their  own  home  if  this  is  at 
all  possible  and  the  Hospital  and  domiciliary  staff  are  geared  to  this 
end.  Co-operation  being  such  that  patients  can  benefit  fully  from 
trial  periods  at  home  in  the  full  knowledge  that  if  deterioration 
occurs  or  the  domiciliary  services  fail,  admission  to  Hospital  will 
be  relatively  easy.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  the  function  of 
domiciliary  staff  is  changing  in  relation  to  certain  diseases;  for 
instance,  in  the  past  patients  suffering  from  attacks  of  cerebral 
thrombosis  were  referred  to  us  if  the  relatives  were  unable  to  cope 
and  this  usually  applied  to  moribund  patients  only.  It  is  now 
realised  that  in  almost  every  case  where  there  is  a  degree  of 
paralysis,  some  rehabilitation  can  be  achieved  if  the  case  is  referred 
early  enough,  preferably  the  day  following  the  attack.  Similar 
changes  are  taking  place  in  relation  to  diabetes  mellitus;  we  now 
encourage  referral  of  cases  in  need  of  general  education  regarding 
their  disability  in  order  to  help  them  to  understand  their  condition 
more  fully. 

The  home  nursing  sisters  now  hold  four  out  patients’  clinics 
in  general  practitioners’  surgeries  and  one  in  Local  Health 
Authority  premises  (See  Table).  The  type  of  case  treated  in  these 
clinics  remains  the  same,  namely  injections,  ear  syringing,  removal 
of  sutures  and  dressings,  etc. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  the  Day  and  Night  Nursing 
Service  and  this  year  29  cases  were  covered,  of  which  7  were 
malignant.  The  Laundry  Service  for  incontinent  patients  is  also 
in  greater  demand,  and  this  year  59  patients  received  the  facilities 
of  the  service  and  180  patients  were  provided  with  incontinent 
pads  or  interliners. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

(Section  26,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

During  the  year  916  children  under  16  years  of  age  received 
a  primary  course  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  and  in 
addition  741  children  were  given  booster  does.  The  number  of 
children  vaccinated  against  whooping  cough  during  the  year  was 
889  and  102  received  booster  doses.  916  children  received  a 
primary  course  of  protective  treatment  against  tetanus  and  741 
were  given  booster  doses.  917  children  received  a  primary  course 
of  protective  treatment  against  poliomyelitis  during  the  year,  and 
725  booster  doses  were  given.  402  vaccinations  and  12  re-vaccina¬ 
tions  against  smallpox  were  performed,  which  represents  only  a 
very  small  proportion  of  the  child  population.  Further  details 
regarding  the  number  of  children  who  received  primary  courses 
of  protective  treatment  or  booster  doses  against  diphtheria,  whoop¬ 
ing  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  will  be  found  in 
the  appendix. 

Preention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care. 

(Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

Tuberculosis.  Dr.  W.  D.  Hamilton,  Chest  Physician. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  number 
of  new  notifications  compared  with  1966,  but  a  decline  on  the 
fitures  for  the  two  previous  years — many  of  whom  were  Pakistanis:

Three  cases  were  transferred  to  us  from  other  areas. 

One  child  was  found  to  be  a  strongly  Mantoux  positive  contact 
of  a  case  found  in  the  Borough  who  was  being  treated  in  Hospital. 
Three  were  immigrant  children.  Of  4  immigrants  one  was  found 
to  produce  a  positive  sputum. 

There  were  altogether  12  patients  on  the  Clinic  Register 
producing  positive  sputa.  Five  cases  were  resistant  to  the  usual 
anti-tuberculous  Chemotherapy.  They  remain  reasonably  well 
isolated.

We  continue  to  see  all  Mantoux  positive  school  leavers  and 
immigrants.  Those  with  severe  reactions  are  kept  under  observa¬ 
tion  for  a  time.  Three  immigrant  children  found  to  have  active 
primary  lesions  have  been  treated  with  anti-tuberculous  chemo¬ 
therapy. 

There  are  few  cases  of  unemployment  amongst  tuberculous 
patients.  Liaison  between  the  Clinic  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  Ministry  of  Social  Security  remains  very  good. 

There  is  no  Care  Committee  in  the  Borough.  All  difficulties 
arising  are  dealt  with  at  the  Clinic,  with  the  valuable  assistance  of 
the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Medical  Social  Worker. 

Tuberculosis,  Extra  Nourishment.  Extra  nourishment,  in  the 
form  of  liquid  milk,  is  provided  free  of  charge  to  tuberculous 
patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician.  During 
the  year  92  orders  were  issued,  each  covering  a  maximum  period 
of  two  months. 

Health  Education, 

1.  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation.  We  continue  to  conduct 
three  classes  on  general  practitioners’  premises  in  addition  to  those 
held  on  Local  Health  Authority  premises  and  St.  John’s  Hospital. 

2.  Home  Safety.  Three  main  features  have  been  held  this 
year  in  connecton  with  home  safety.  The  Keighley  gala  float  was 
once  again  erected  by  boys  from  Eastwood  Secondary  School. 
The  schools  home  safety  competition  Was  organised  and  entries 
once  again  were  just  under  a  thousand  children  from  17  schools. 
In  addition,  an  exhibition  was  erected  at  Cliffe  Castle  for  a  period 
of  one  week. 

3.  Schools.  We  continue  to  extend  our  health  education 
activities  in  schools  and  this  year  we  have  started  a  course  in  a 
Comprehensive  School  which  will  extend  over  three  terms.  The 
syllabus,  which  was  drawn  up  by  the  science  master  and  health 
visitor,  who  are  jointly  responsible  for  the  teaching,  is  given  below. 
The  pattern  is  similar  to  the  course  in  the  Secondary  School  and 
the  syllabus  in  the  first  term  is  comparable  to  that  used  in  the 
Primary  Schools.

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4.  General,  We  continue  to  display  health  education 
material  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  as  a  matter  of  routine,  and 
we  include  such  subjects  as  Smoking  and  Health  in  the  pro¬ 
gramme.  Voluntary  organisations  are  increasingly  asking  for 
speakers  on  public  health  matters,  and  this  involves  a  certain 
amount  of  evening  work. 

Loan  Equipment.  A  variety  of  loan  equipment  is  held  in 
store  and  items  are  available  on  request  from  the  general  practi¬ 
tioner  in  charge  of  the  case,  health  visitor  or  home  nursing  sister. 
The  loan  equipment  is  issued  free  of  charge,  but  applicants  are 
required  to  sign  an  undertaking  to  return  the  articles  in  good 
condition  and  to  pay  for  any  article  which  is  lost  or  damaged 
whilst  in  their  care.  The  service  has  and  continues  to  be  greatly 
appreciated. 

Laundry  Facilities  for  Incontinent  Patients.  The  laundry 
service  is  now  well  established,  and  one  which  is  much  appreciated. 
It  continues  to  support  the  efforts  of  nursing  staff  and  relatives 
under  stress,  and  in  addition,  must,  to  some  extent,  relieve  pressure 
on  hospital  beds.  Incontinent  pads,  etc.,  are  provided  as  neces¬ 
sary.  Where  possible  the  soiled  pads  are  disposed  of  by  the 
householder  on  the  domestic  fire;  in  all  other  cases  they  are 
collected  and  burnt  on  the  hospital  incinerator. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  Arrangements  for  admission 
of  certain  patients  to  convalescent  homes  are  made  on  the  receipt 
of  a  request  from  the  patient’s  general  practitioner.  Each  patient 
is  assessed  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  in  accordance  with  a 
scale  of  charges  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  Own  Homes.  Four 
meeting  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  were  held  during  the  year, 
at  which  there  was  an  average  attendance  of  17  members.  At  the 
meetings  referred  to,  six  new  cases,  involving  16  children,  were 
discussed.  The  pattern  and  content  of  the  meetings  followed  the 
same  course  as  previously. 

The  main  difficulties  with  which  the  families  had  to  contend 
arose  out  of  the  non-payment  of  rent  for  Corporation  houses.  An 
investigation,  therefore,  was  carried  out  into  the  circumstances 
of  all  families  who  lost  possession  of  their  houses  as  a  result  of  a 
Court  Order  during  the  year,  and  of  the  present  situation  of  all 
those  families  who  had  been  the  subject  of  a  rent  guarantee  cover¬ 
ing  a  period  of  six  years. 

During  the  year  24  families  lost  possession  of  their  Corporation 
houses  because  of  rent  arrears.  48  children  were  involved,  none 
of  whom,  however,  had  to  be  taken  into  care  as  a  result  of  the 
evictions.  Three  children  from  one  of  these  families  were  taken 
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into  care,  not  because  of  the  eviction,  but  because  the  children 
were  being  neglected  by  their  father. 

Of  the  85  families  subject  to  rent  guarantees  since  the  inception 
of  the  scheme,  13  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  the  year  and, 
therefore,  must  be  excluded  from  any  assessment  of  success  or 
failure.  It  was  considered  that  we  had  been  successful  with  14 
families.  In  each  case  the  rent  guarantee  covered  a  period 
extending  from  three  months  to  four  years,  and  on  the  withdrawal 
of  the  rent  guarantee  the  families  stayed  together.  In  five  cases 
the  families  moved  out  of  Corporation  houses,  establishing  them¬ 
selves  in  private  accommodation,  where  they  stayed  together  and 
coped.  The  remaining  nine  families  stayed  in  Corporation  houses, 
kept  their  families  together,  and  have  so  far  coped  satisfactorily 
with  their  finances.  Two  of  these  families  must  be  considered 
failures.  In  the  first  case,  the  rent  guarantee  extended  for 
years,  after  which  the  children  were  taken  into  care  and  the  parents 
separated.  The  second  family  broke  up,  but  this  was  because  of 
the  mental  illness  in  both  parents  and  was  in  no  way  connected 
with  the  financial  situation.  Three  families  where  the  rent 
guarantee  was  withdrawn  are  difficult  to  assess  as  either  failure 
or  success;  all  were  subject  to  orders  for  possession,  two  have 
moved  into  private  accommodation  and,  the  third  is  still  awaiting 
eviction.  Of  the  three  remaining  families,  in  the  first  case  the 
tenancy  was  transferred  to  the  wife  and  the  husband  left,  the  three 
children  remaining  with  their  mother;  secondly,  the  family  were 
evicted,  and  are  ITow  living  with  relatives;  and  thirdly,  father  and 
mother  separated  and  the  children  taken  into  care;  the  family  is, 
however,  now  reunited  and  living  in  Bradford. 

In  the  case  of  at  least  eight  families,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
children  would  have  been  taken  into  care  had  we  allowed  the 
court  proceedings  to  take  place.  44  Children  would  have  been 
involved.  From  this  it  can  be  fairly  concluded  that  the  rent 
guarantee  scheme  has  served  a  useful  purpose  in  helping  to  tide 
the  family  over  a  difficult  phase  and  given  the  social  worker  time 
to  obtain  a  better  relationship  with  the  family  and  carry  out 
rehabilitative  work  on  it.  Nevertheless,  it  is  fallacious  to  conclude 
that  families  necessarily  break  up  immediately  on  the  loss  of  their 
housing  accommodation.  Many  make  their  own  arrangements. 
There  is  still  available  a  certain  amount  of  private  accommodation 
at  reasonable  rent.  Granted,  often  the  families  go  into  sub-standard 
accommodation,  which  will  be  subsequently  dealt  with  by  the 
local  authority  and,  of  course,  the  problem  of  re-housing  the 
family  again  in  Corporation  houses  arises.  This,  naturally,  raises 
the  problem  of  dealing  with  the  original  rent  arrears. 

Chiropody  Treatment.  The  Authority's  scheme,  which  was 
first  introduced  in  this  area  in  1961,  provides  for  free  treatment 
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to  be  given  to  men  over  65  years  of  age,  women  over  60  years  of 
age,  the  physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers,  the 
physically  handicapped  being  regarded  as  those  persons  who  are 
suffering  from  a  disability  directly  associated  with  the  need  for 
chiropody  treatment  or  which  prevents  a  person  attending  to  his 
own  feet. 

At  the  outset,  taking  the  findings  of  the  National  Corporation 
for  the  Care  of  Old  People  as  a  guide  and  judging  from  the 
experience  from  some  of  the  larger  voluntary  organisations  in  the 
West  Riding  County  Council's  administrative  area  who  had  been 
operating  a  service  for  some  years,  it  was  thought  that  the  scheme 
would  eventually  need  to  provide  for  treatment  for  some  15  to 
20  per  cent,  of  the  aged. 

Domiciliary  treatment  should  only  be  approved  where  a 
patient  is  housebound  and  unable  to  attend  a  Centre  or  Clinic. 

The  need  or  otherwise  to  provide  domiciliary  treatment  on 
medical  grounds  has  received  close  attention,  as  this  method  of 
treatment  is  much  more  costly  than  treatment  at  a  centre  or 
chiropodist’s  premises.  Any  proportion  over  20  per  cent,  must  be 
regarded  with  reserve,  as  the  natural  assumption  would  be  that, 
if  the  experience  gained  in  the  Chiropody  Service  is  any  guide, 
then  something  like  a  quarter  of  the  aged  population  as  a  whole 
is  housebound. 

With  regard  to  frequency  of  treatment,  the  approved  scheme 
provides  for  six  treatments  in  a  period  of  twelve  months,  but 
additional  treatment  can  be  authorised  if  considered  necessary, 
after  consultations  with  any  particular  chiropodist. 

The  service  has  so  far  continued  to  provide  since  its  inception 
for  the  treatment  of  an  ever-increasing  number  of  patients.  An 
examination  of  the  numbers  of  patients  provided  with  treatment 
in  the  last  six  years  shows  that  a  total  number  of  1,613  patients 
were  provided  with  treatment  in  1963,  2,237  in  1964,  2,562  in 
1965,  2,719  in  1966,  and  3,524  in  1967.  Of  the  3,524  patients 
treated  during  the  year  1967,  3,493  were  in  the  aged  category, 
which  represents  some  37.1  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  population 
of  men  over  65  years  of  age  and  women  over  60,  compared  with 
50,640,  49,314  and  19.7  per  cent,  respectively  in  respect  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  administrative  area  as  a  whole. 


Cervical  Cytology.  During  the  year  31  sessions  were  held  in 
the  Skipton  Road  Clinic.  At  these  718  patients  were  examined; 
3  smears  were  found  to  be  positive.  These  patients  were  referred 
to  their  general  practitioner  with  a  view  to  their  being  seen  by  the 
Consultant  Gynaecologist  and  treated  appropriately. 
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Fluoridation  of  Public  Water  Supplies.  (Ministry  of  Health 
Circulars  28/62,  12/63,  and  15/65).  In  January,  1963,  the 
following  resolution  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Health 
Committee  was  submitted  to  the  Keighley  Health  Committee, 
together  with  a  report  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  asking 
that  the  Committee  should  give  it  their  support: — 

That  approval  in  principle  be  given  to  the  making  of 
arrangements  with  Water  Undertakers  under  Section  28 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946  for  the  addition  of 
fluoride  to  water  supplies  which  are  deficient  in  it  naturally, 
and  that  the  necessary  approach  be  made  to  Water  Under¬ 
takers  with  a  view  to  securing  this  objective/’ 

It  was  resolved  that  no  action  be  taken. 

In  November,  1964,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported 
on  the  effect  of  the  introduction  of  fluoride  to  the  public  water 
supplies,  and  it  was  resolved  that  submission  of  the  report  be 
deferred  pending  the  outcome  of  the  High  Court  Case  wherein  the 
use  of  fluoride  was  being  contested. 

In  September,  1965,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported 
that  the  High  Court  case  had  been  discontinued  and  submitted 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  15/65  recommending  the  introduction 
of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies. 

It  was  resolved  that  no  action  be  taken. 

In  November,  1965,  at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Council, 
an  amendment  asking  "that  this  Council  proceed  with  fluoridation 
of  water,"  was  carried. 

In  February,  1966,  the  following  motion  was  considered  by 
the  Council: — 

That,  in  view  of  the  thousands  of  Keighley  citizens  who 
have  expressed  their  disapproval  of  the  addition  of  fluoride 
to  their  water  supplies  and  in  consequence  the  infringement 
of  their  personal  freedom  to  choose  how  their  bodies  shall 
be  medicated,  this  Council  hereby  rescind  their  previous 
decision  and  declare  that  they  are  not  now  in  favour  of  the 
addition  of  fluoride  to  the  water  supplies  and  that  they  shall 
inform  the  Craven  Water  Board  and  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  of  their  altered  policy." 

At  that  time  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  sent  a  detailed 
report  to  members  of  the  Council  on  all  aspects  of  the  fluoridation 
of  the  public  water  supplies,  together  with  a  strong  recommendation 
that  the  Council  should  adhere  to  their  previous  policy.  However, 
following  long  discussion,  the  motion  was  carried.  Since  then 
there  have  been  no  further  developments. 
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Domestic  Help 

(Section  29,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  during  the  year  to  assist 
people  in  their  own  homes  who  are  either  sick  or  so  frail  as  to  be 
unable  to  carry  out  the  necessary  domestic  duties  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  etc.  The  staff  employed  consisted  of  the  equivalent  of 
46  full-time  home  helps,  an  increase  of  3  on  the  previous  year, 
who  in  all  attended  a  total  of  744  cases,  an  increase  on  the  previous 
year  of  62.  Further  details  of  the  work  done  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix. 


Mental  Health  Service 

(Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 

Mental  Health  Act,  1959) . 

The  importance  of  preventive  mental  health  in  the  community 
has  received  an  increasing  degree  of  attention  during  the  last  few 
years.  National  campaigns  and  mass  media  combine  to  create  an 
informed  public  who  demand  services  for  the  mentally  ill  on  a  par 
with  those  for  the  physically  ill.  The  suffering  and  loss  of  working 
days  due  to  mental  ill-health  is  recognised  as  being  no  longer 
acceptable. 

The  source  of  new  referrals  for  pre-care  and  after-care  received 
in  the  department  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  the  appendix. 

Courses,  each  of  three  days’  duration,  for  mental  welfare 
officers,  which  were  held  at  Grantley  Hall  Adult  College,  were 
attended  by  the  two  mental  welfare  officers,  so  that  they  are  kept 
up  to  date  in  modern  trends  and  developments.  Additional  in- 
service  training  is  maintained  by  attendance  at  case  conferences 
held  in  the  psychiatric  hospitals  and  through  the  medium  of  train¬ 
ing  seminars. 

The  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  the  High  Royds  catch¬ 
ment  area  provides  a  link  between  the  administrative  and  field 
services  and  attempts  to  maintain  liaison  between  the  hospital  and 
Focal  Health  Authority  services. 

Data  relating  to  the  number  of  mentally  sub-normal  who 
receive  guidance  and  training  by  the  authority  is  given  in  the 
appendix  and  indicates  a  slight  increase  from  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year. 

It  is  already  evident  that  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for 
hostel  placement  for  both  sub-normal  and  post-psychiatric  patients. 
It  is  felt  that  many  of  the  mentally  sub-normal  will  attain  an  age 
where  due  to  the  infirmity  or  death  of  their  parent  or  guardian  they 
will  require  hostel  accommodation.  This  is  an  increasing  social 
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problem  in  part  related  to  the  improvement  in  modern  medicine 
in  that  many  such  children  now  survive  infancy  and  progress  to 
adulthood. 

Nursery  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. 

The  Day  Nursery,  Granby  Lane,  Riddlesden,  which  provides 
accommodation  for  45  children  in  the  2  to  5  age  group,  is 
registered  by  the  Authority  under  the  above  Act.  The  Nurseries 
provided  by  I.  and  I.  Craven  and  Co.  Ltd.,  Dalton  Mills,  Keighley, 
and  Miss  K.  Fitzpatrick,  Temperance  Hall,  Keighley,  which 
provide  accommodation  for  40  and  15  children  respectively,  are 
also  similarly  registered.  In  addition,  the  Authority  has  a  regis¬ 
tered  Daily  Minder  for  the  care  of  up  to  a  maximum  of  5  children 
and  also  another  Daily  minder  for  the  care  of  up  to  a  maximum 
of  10  children. 


Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

In  order  to  assist  handicapped  persons  living  in  their  own 
homes,  a  number  of  conversions  and  adaptations  to  property 
have  been  carried  out.  There  are  now  several  houses  which  have 
been  specially  adapted  for  handicapped  persons,  and  if  it  was 
ever  necessary  for  them  to  be  re-let,  priority  would  be  given  to 
rehousing  some  other  handicapped  person  there.  It  is  hoped  that 
specially  designed  houses  for  handicapped  persons  will  be  built 
in  the  future  and  that  further  measures  will  be  taken  to  secure 
that  the  handicapped  persons  will  be  able  to  lead  as  normal  a 
life  as  possible.  Further  details  regarding  Blind  and  Partially 
Sighted  Persons  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.
